POPULATION AND CONTRASTS. 

» One of the greatest popular errors in 
regard to China is the prevailing opin- 
fon that it is one of the most densely- 
populated countries on the face of the 
earth. The error erises from the con- 
fusion of statistics of China proper, 
and the Cainese empire. China proper 
has an area of 1,336,840 square miles, 
and a population of 386,000,000, or 289 to 
the square mile. The Chinese empire 
has an area of 4,218,401 square miles 
and a popilation of 402,680,000, or % to 
the square mile. This customary dis- 
tinction is as confusing as it would 
have been a few years ago to call the 
count east of the Mississippi River 
the United States proper, omitting 
from the statistics of density of popu- 


our Northwestern States. The capacity 
of China for the production of tea, rice 
and silk are, of course, known the world 
over, but its wealth in coal, copper, 
fron and other staple reeources is not 
well known. 
According to the best authorities, 
nearly all the eighteen provinces of 
what is called China proper haye de- 
posits of coal, some of which are very 
extensive, and of a very high grade. 
The deposits in the outlying and unex- 
ored territory are not so well known, 
ut are supposed to be quite large.

action, for it is almost free from debt, 
and its people are fur wealthier than 
generally supposed by foreigners. The 
expenee of the late war is a very small 
matter fer a rich nation of over four 
hundred million thrifty people. 
The naticnal debt of the empire 
to the war was, as officially, stated in 
a recent report of the Treasury De- 
partment of the United States, $287,- 
123,500, or but 72 cents per capita. Add 
to this the indemnity, now agreed upon 
by the foreign nations, the sum of 
$315.000,000, and the total is but $602,- 
122.500, or $1.49 per capita. 
Now, contrast this debt with that of 
the European nations which are #0 
anxious to get a commercial foothold in 
China, and that of a few other coun- 
tries, and the result is es follows in 
per capita amount: Australasia,$263.90: 


France, $150.61: Italy, $81.11: Great 
Britain, $74.83: Russia, $24.56; United 
Stater, $14.52: German Empire, 


Chine (with indemnity.) $1.49; Japan, 
$4.73: Chine (before the war.) 72 cents. 
These facts show very clearly that 
China has the finencial ability to pay 
for the immense supplies which will be 
needed for the colossal material de- 
velopment which is projected, and 
which, during the twentieth century. 
will make it one of the wealthiest of 
nations. Suppose, for instance, that 
China should, during the coming cen- 
tury, for the construction of railways, 
the development of mines and other 
public works, incur © per capita debt 
equal to that of the United States, the 
total would be nearly six billion do- 
lars ($5,846,913,600.) Great as is thie to- 
tal, for the purposes of construction, 
it is but a smal! fractional part of the 
total spent by Europe during the nine- 
teenth century for the purposes of war 
and destruction. 

TRANSPORTATION ROUTES. 
The magnitude of the coming devel- 
opment of the empire can best be illus- 
trated by considering for a moment its 
railway requirements. With a popula- 
tion of 402,680,000 it has but 416 miles of 
railways, or about one-tenth of a mile 
for each 100,000 people. The United 
States, on the contrary, has over 250 
miles of railways for each 100,000 peo- 
ple. To be on a level with the United 
States in this respect China should 
now have over 1,000,000 miles of rall- 
way. or more than fifty times the 
present mileage of the United States. 
From the standpoint of area China 
should have about 2% per cent. greater 
mileege than the United States, or a 
total of 240,000 miles. Of course, the two 
countries are not yet on a level, as re- 
gards transportation requirements, but 
with an adequate development of the 
agriculture and mines of the great em- 
pire, its transportation facilities must

From Shanghai, which, as a sea- 
port and city, is usually called the 
New York of China, the ocean dis- 
tances to the rival commercial na- 
tions, so anxious to occupy the Chi- 
nese market, viz., the United States, 
Great Britain, France and Germany, 
‘are shown by the steamship lines on 
the map. 

Taking San Francisco as the prin- 
cipal Pacific seaport of the United 
States, and wy as a representa- 
tive seaport of estern Europe, the 
comparative ocean distances are, 
round numbers, approximately as fol- 
lows: Shanghai to San “Francisco, 
6000 miles; Shanghai to Liverpool, 10,-

The United States has about the same 
advantage over France in point of 
ocean distance, and a still greater ad- 
vantege over Germany. But this is but 
one of our many advantages in this 
race for commercial prestige and pri- 
macy in the Chinete Empire. As a 
world power the United States already 
leads the world in agriculture, manu- 
facture, mining, inventive. talent and 
wealth. Its locomotives, cars, iron and 
stec! supp'ic« and machinery are now 
sought on all continents for their rail- 
way and other developments. 
Add to this ite well-settied foreign 
policy of “peace, commerce and honest 
frendship with all nations, entangling 
alliances with none,” tnherited from 
the fathers of the republic, which pol- 
icy is not only well known, but highly 
appreciated in China, and the com- 
mercial primacy of the United States 
in the great and comparitively unsup- 
plied oriental empire is already in sight. 
In brief, China will naturelly become 
our principal twentieth-century foreign 
market. It is a consummation worthy 
of the best efforts of American states- 
men, manufacturers and merchants.

BRITISH ARMY WEAKNESSES. 

A writer in the “Jahrbuchur fur die 
Deutsche Armee und Marine” of Ber- 
lin has a scathing review of the de- 


ficiencies. of the English military sys- 
tem, which he describes as about a cen- 
tury behind the time in organization, 
training of the men, troop leading—as 
applied to both large and small units— 
the mechinery for the transmiesion of 
orders and for mobilization. The Fne- 
lish War Office has not yet learned the 
lesson of the advantages of the organic 
combination of ail troops into larger 
units, taught the armies of Europe 
more than a century ago by’the armies 
of republican France. 

Mercenary enlistments and defective 
military training are, according to this 
authority, the great weakness of the 
British army. Wages in England are 
so high that it is difficult to get good 
men to enlist for the army pay. is- 
behaviors of troops in peace and war 
are frequent: the morale of the army 
is poor, and the soidier is regarded in 
Engiand with contempt.

UR country is a term, the vastness of whose mean- 
ing is seldom brought home to the fullmess of our 
conception.

THE SAN GABRIEL. 


A DESCRIPTION OF A TRIP UP THE 
EAST FORK. 


By a Special Contributor. 


T 18 improbable that the Indians of 100 years ago 
wore golden slippers, but circumstances verify the 


fact that they walked the golden street, for, literally 
speaking, San Gabriel Cafion was at that time a gold- 
lined pathway leading from fertile valley to desert 
waste. The gold taken out by the Indians was seldom 
used in trade, being utilized almost exclusively for deco- 
rative purposes in the missions. In searching the 
records, I find no mention of mining in the cafion before 
1855, though it was a well-known fact among the early 
settlers that the mountaing contained vast riches, for 
quantities of gold dust were broucht the miesicn fathers 
by the Indians. The padres guarded the secret of the 


freasure sealous!y, for they realized that immediately 


would rush in and overwhelm the country, and theNp- 
dians were charged upon “peril of the wrath of God,” 
not to divulge the location of the hidden treasure. 

In 1854°an exploring party were searching for a 


upon discovery of the hidden weaith, the ane 


rare o bonanza, and having heard that Chief Zapaje, an old 
ad woo Indian, was cognizant of its whereabouts, dispatched an 
plored } -{nterpreter for him. Upon his arrival in camp, he was 
ememt offered a drove of mares, ten saddle horses, and twenty- 

, five head of cows, if he would divulge the location of the 
: . treasure, but he was indifferent to the proposition. 
‘tan Again they pleaded with the aborigine, this time offer- 


ing 100 cows, one drove of mares and five tame horses; 
but still he refused. A third time they took up the case, 
offering him two bales of handkerchiefs, two of calico, 
two of cotton, fifty pairs of blankets, tobacco, and other 
articles of value. He absolutely refused to grant their 
request, saying that seventy ago he was instructed 
never to tell, or hé would incur the wrath of God and 
die instantly, and, like a sensible fellow, he preferred 
life and poverty to wealth and death. 

in April of 1855, prospectors entering the mountains 
by way of the Cajon Pass, reached the waters of the 


lent showings of gold dust, but at this time the river was 
too low to make hydraulic mining possible, and after a 
number of futile efforts, they abandoned the locality. 


In 1858, another party of prospectors came tramping 
through, and it was they who really unearthed Nature's 
treasure chests, breaking the locks with axes, and 
throwing back the huge covers, until the vast coffers 
loomed evident before a covetous world. Men in every 
condition of life broke away from their domestic moor- 
ings, and rushed headlong after the glitter. This hide- 
and-go-seek play with nature was at one t me the favo-- 
ite national game, all manner of men joining in the 
frolic or the fights, as their moods regulated. 


In 1858 the Santa Anita Mining Company was or- 
ganized, with a capital of $50,000. A ditch four miles in 
length was cut around the foot of the mountains, and 
hydraulic works were erected. The cafion was pros pected 
for a distance of forty miles, color being obtained al- 
most the entire distance. On February 15, 1859, the 
works of the company were completed, and a great d'n- 
ner party was given in honor of the event, at which 
many prominent people were present to enjoy the flow

SAFETY FROM SEISMIC SHOCKS. . 

{Unidentified:] Earthquakes, like music and pcetry, 
have their rhythm, and if persons living in lands of 
seismic disturbances will build their houses out of tune 
with Mother Earth's shivers they will be comparatively 
safe. This is what John Milne, who has for a long time 
past been studying earth vibrations, says. He has in- 
struments so delicate that they automatically record 
vibrations so slight that it is impcssible to detect them 
in any manner with the senses alone. His records 
show that the whole earth shivers every fifteen seconds. 
By means of his “horizontal pendulums,” as he calls 
them, he has ascertained the rhythm of earthquakes, 
and so advises buildings to be out of tune with them to 
insure protection; but different portions of the building 
should have the came pitch, or our earthquake disturb- 
ances will be sure to injure them. In earthquake coun- 
tries, too, he edvises deep ditches round houses to cut

Leopards, unlike lions and tigers, are of all 
colors and sizes, from gray to black, and from the bulk 
of the largest “panthers” to small spotted animals 
hardly larger than tiger cats. At present in the Zoo 
collection, there are capital instances of these variatiors, 
some having the spots so close together that the back 
and sides seem almost black, while on others they are 
widely apart. Some have dark buff ground fur, like a 
tiger's, others very pale cream.

{New Orleans Corresponceace New York Sun:] After 
seven years voyaging on nearly every ocean, the only 
occupant of the little vessel which he himself built, 
Capt. Adolphus Frietech landed here this week from his 
last sclitary cruise, met his family, which had come all ‘ 
the way from Milwaukee to sce him, and sanounced his 
determination to sell his boat, retire from his solitary 
sea life, and spend the remainder of his years in Pen- 
sacola on the proceeds of his voyages and speculations. 

Capt. Frietech is a Finn, only 41 years old, but has 
been at sea for twenty-four years. Seven yea s ayo, when ft 
he was living in Milwaukee, cagaged in the schoone? : 
trade there, the viking spirit seized on him and he deter- , 
mined to travel over the world and visit all her seas. He 
himself built a little veszel, the Nina, with a forty-fcot

To navigate a vessel without a crew is a difficuit mat- 
ter, for there is the question of the watches. Who was 
going to look after the Nina or the Anna F. when tlhe cap. 
tain, boatswain, chief mariner, all rolled in one, were 
asleep? Over this apparently insuperable difficulty Capt. 
Frietsch triumphed by a lesson he learned in the matter 
of sleep, which he says any one can Icarn who will make 
the proper trial—the ability to sleep for a Oxed time, an 
hour, two hours or three hours, as the sleeper might de- 

. This enabled the captain to rest Curing calms and 
there was no danger to fear and to be awake and 
ready to attend to his boat when danger threatened. He 
naturally slept most of the day, because there was less 
danger of his little vessel being run into, as it could be 
seen, whereas at night he had to be more particu'ar and 
keep a watch for vessels. In crowded places like the 
British Channel he denied himself all sleep, and when 
he was on the route of vessels he seldom allowed hiwself 
more than two hours’ rest, making a good examination 
of the horizon before retiring to rest, to make sure that 
there were no vessels within reach which might run him * 
down. He timed himeelf carefully and gauged his rest 
by the character of the water in which he was and the 
outlook for the weather. He also so trained himself to 
the slightest luffing in the wind or different rolling of 
the vessel. 

So accustomed did he become in time to the system of 
volantary sleeping and waking at a fixed time that when 
the Nina was wrecked, when it was evident that she 
would go on the Kilbrennan reefs, he timed the hour at 
which the wreck was to occur, and having made all the 
necessary arrangements what he would do when h's lit- 
tle vessel went to pieces, and finding that th’s could not 
occur before an hour, he lay down and took a good 
hour's sleep, so that he would be rested and invigorat«d 
when the wreck came. The Nina was wrecked at the 
appointed time, and it was only by superhuman efforts 
that Capt. Frietsch was rescued. But, however pleasant, 
it may be, and full of adventure, an ocean hermitage be- 
comes tiresome in time; and so Capt. Frietsch has cen- 
cluded, after having been tossed about in his two little 
boats for seven years, that he will return to the domestis 
life of a “landlubber.” :

A PLAGUE OF SNAKES. 


FOUR-FOOT SERPENTS OVERRUN VIENNA AND

Other 
tribes have equally interesting totems. The eagle, the . 
crane, the bear, and even the snake have descendantse— ' 
or rather followers—who turn to them in times of need, 
as the Greeks of old turned to their Zeus or the Egyp- 
tians to their Isis and Osiris. , 

When One considers the tools with which, up to a’ 
comparatively recent date, these people have accom- 
plished all their carving, the results they have 


of any other pation in a similar stage of civilization. 
Bone or filnt knives, adzes -made of chance pieces of 
iron cast up with other wreckage on polar shores, were 
their instruments, while for mode's they were compelled 
to lock to the life about them, drawing upon their im- 


agination for such details ag the reality lacked. ' 


Another writer has compared their carvings to tho-e 
of the very ancient Egyptians, but, beyond a somewhat 
eltpilar rigidity of feature and outiine, I see no very 
close resemblance. The Nile-dweller was content with 
Mane drawing a flat surface representing only 
one side (usually a profile) of his subject, but the 
Alaskan, in common with most other’North Américan - 
aborigines, dr or carves the entire figure, often dis- 
torted and w the parts misplaced, but._cevertheless 


quite different from the work of other primitive artists. | 


Examples of this work may be found ip almost every 
totem pole, as these are usually carved quite as thor- 
oughly behind and on each side as they are in front. 
In the fllustration of the graveyard at Alvert Bay, 


\Alacka, the drawing of the whale on one of the head 


boards, illustrates admirably the point which I wish to 
make. Both eyes of the animal are shown, as well as 
fins, tall, and almost all the rest of the body. This 
seems a rather crude conception in view of the fact that 
the drawing is done on a flat surface, but if we will 
notice the firet drawings of a young child, we shall see 
a reason for the method in vogue among these children 

‘Pormerly it was the custom among severaP of the 
Alaskan tribes to place their dead in coffins set well up 
from the ground on four posts, it being against their 
creed to bury the body in the ground, while cremation 
was evidently unknown. 

Many of these small tribes, however, have from time 
immemorial interred their dead beneath mounds of 


earth, erecting headboards ornamented with various em- 
blems not only symbolic of the tribe to which the de- 


ecaced belonged but also showing his position in that 


_ tribe. Frequently, as may be seen in the illustration of 
the Frog tribe's graveyard at Kluckwan, a large carving, 
showing either the entire figure or on'y the head of that 


tribe’s totem, will be placed in a prominent position in 
In this case the head and fore quarters 
only of the frog are shown, but a little farther back a 


chieftain. His name is 
printed, oddly enough, ‘in. English, on the nar- 


row side of the upright board, “Tool-catch-a-koo- 


hook,” we read, and are left to pounder the rest. Surely 
Mr. “A-koo-hook” had a striking physiognomy, if the 


carving on his monument be a truthful :e:r: seatation of” 


his facia! lineaments. 

Returning to the smaller photo of the graveyard at 
Alert Bay, we find four tribal symbols appearing in the 
left hand background. Two of these evidently repre. 


sent the Eagle clan. A third stands for the sun, while 
the fourth is probably the totem of the Bear tribe, as it 
evidently represents-a large animal of some sort seated 
on his haunches after the manner of bears the world 


over.

ature. Thus it will be seen that humidity involves two 
elements; first, the amount of vapor present; second, 
the amount which would thoroughly saturate the air at 
the actual temperature when the reading is made. it is 
upon the ratio of these elements that our sensations of 


read exactly the saine & would meat that the air was 
thoroughly saturated and héid all the moisture it was 
possible to contain at that temperature, that is, 100 per 
cent. When it reaches that point, howevr, condensa- 
tion in the shape of rain, snow, sleet or fog must take 
place, either heavy or light, to make place for the mo's-, 
ture that is being ‘constantly taken up by the force of 


pet cent. before condensation takes place; rain or snow 
may fall when the humidity registers 40 per cent. or 
even less, but condensation invariably takes place in 
some form when 100 per cent. of humidity is registered. 

In New City the average hum/‘dity is 72 per cent. The 
average is necessarily high on the sea coast and de- 
creases as the distance into the interior increases. ; 

The air in a room heated by a hot stove may contain 
as much vapor, weight for weight, as the open air out- 
side, but it is dryer, because warm alr expands, making 
its capacity for holding moisture greater: 
ner, the air at noon is dryer that at midnight, though 
the amount of vapor present be the same, and it is dryer 
in summer than in winter, though the amount of vapor 
present is greater. When air containing aqueous vapor 
is gradually cooled its density gradually increases, and 
the rate of increase is sensibly the same for vapor as 
for dry air, with which it is mixed, until a is 
reached, at which the density of the vapor 
equa] to the maximum density possible at a given tem- 
perature. This temperature is called the dew point, and 
any further reduction of temperature will cause 
densation of a portion of the vapor in the shape of rain, 
snow, déw, fog, frost or sleet, according to the searcon. 

It is found that many of our storms producing rain 
along or near the sea coast occur in the evening or 
shortly after the warmest part of the day. The winds 
blow from the ocean, carrying in an excessive amount 
of moisture, until the humidity registers from normal 
to the point of saturation. Then, as the coolness of 
night comes on, the atmosphere contracts and ité ca-
